THE ACCOUNTS OF THE BURGERY OF 

SHEFFIELD. 



Bt the conrtesy of the Town Trustees, 
I was permitted several years ago to make 
copions extracts from the oldest accomit book 
in possession of the Trast, a volume of great 
interest, and covering a period from 1566 to 
1707. The result of the investigations into this 
volume will appear in the following pages, 
together with notes explanatory of the text. 
The accounts of the Town Trustees or Town's 
Burgesses of Sheffield date from the year 1566 ; 
but there can be little doubt that the body had 
its origin in 1297, when Thomas de Furnival 
granted a charter to his free tenants of the 
town of Sheffield, giving them all the tofts, 
lands, and tenements they then held of him in 
fee,reservingtohimself a chief rent of ^3. 6s. 8^d. 
In obtaining this grant the Sheffield men, per- 
haps a little late, but better late than never, 
were acting as their fellow countrymen in other 
towns such as Leicester, Preston, York, and 
Beverley had done. They were buyrug or beg- 
ging themselves out of the arbitrary taxes, im- 
posed by feudal lords ; they were becoming; own- 
ers in fee of the land on which their houses were 
built, and uniting themselves as a chartered 
community, to withstand injustice and oppres- 
sion. They were better pleased to do for them- 
selves what they could, in bheir own way, than 
to have it done for them in other people's ways. 

Englishmen of those days were notable 
archets. They practised with the bow every 
Sunday, and were accounted the best marksmen 
in the world. Under the care of the Sheffield 
free tenants were placed two butts in the 
Wicker, the near butt and the far butt. They 
kept the township bow, and we shall find in the 
accounts several payments for new bow strings, 
which cost a penny each. Bishop Latimer, 
in his sixth sermon before King Edward VJ., 
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says: *'The art of shooting hath been in 
times past much esteemed in this reabn, it is a 
gift of God that he has given us to excel all 
other nations mthal. It hath been God's in- 
strument, whereby He hath given us many 
victories against our enemies. * * * In my 
time my poor father was as diligent to teacn 
me to shoot as to learn any other thing ; and so, 
I think, other men did their children. He 
taught me how to draw, how to lay my body in 
my bow, and not to draw with stzrength of 
arms, as other nations do, but with strength of 
body. I had my bows bought me according to 
my age and strength; as I increased in them, 
so my bows were made bigger and bigger ; for 
men shall never shoot well except they be 
brought up to it. It is a goodly art, a whole- 
some kind of exercise, and much commended 
in physic." i 

The Sheffield free tenants represented in the 
town the civil authority, while the Church 
Burgesses were entrusted with the manage- 
ment of part of the temporalities of uie 
Church. At first the free tenants embraced 
both functions — civil and ecclesiastical — but 
when the Eeformation brought a general dis- 
turbance of property devoted to ** superstitious 
uses," the continuity was broken, and out of the 
turmoil two separate bodies emerged, one still 
called the Town's Burgesses, or free tenants, and 
attending to secular affairs; the other called 
the Church Burgesses, attending to the payment 
of assistant ministers, the repair of the church 
fabric and the relief of the poor. The Town's 
Burgesses remained satisfied with the old 
charter of Lord Furnival, the Church Bur- 
gesses were incorporated under Koyal Charter 
in the first year of Queen Mary. These free 
tenants became the local governing body, acting 
together as a kind of merchant guild, the me- 
diaeval germ out of which our municipal institu- 
tions have grown. They repaired bridges and 
roads, paid the bellman and waites, collected 
the taxes, equipped soldiers, set up the archery 
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butts, proTided arms and armour for the defence 
of the town, and generally acted as the local 
authority. In the following accounts we 
shall see the Town's Burgesses performing 
year by year unobtrusive but important duties. 
The names mentioned are those of the principal 
inhabitants, and it is curious to note how many 
of them have come down to us, either in the 
names of places or of still living persons. In 
Scargill croft, Coulston croft, Hawley croft. 
Sands paviours, and others, we have personal 
names surviving in localities. In the names of 
Creswick, Staniforth, Greaves, Holdsworth, 
Bower, Dickenson, Elliott, EUis, Stacey, 
Spooner, "Young, Bright, Webster, Barlow, 
Sorby, Lockwood, Newton, Broomhead, Nodder, 
Watson, Eoberts, and many others, we have 
the names of families still flourishing among us. 
The earlier years of the accounts have been 
copied entire, but it was not needful to con- 
tinue this complete transcript throughout, for 
I many of the entries arp but repetitions of re- 

gularly recurring payments. I, therefore, only 
extracted such as seemed to possess features of 
originality or other interest. In the notes ap- 
pended to the accounts I have endeavoured to ex- 
plain historical allusions, obsolete or provincial 
words, and personal or local references, and 
trust the result will be to give some idea of the 
manner of men who dwelt in Sheffield during 
the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries. M. 
Taine has well remarked in the introduction to 
his '• History of English Literature," *' It is a 
mistake to study the documents as if they were 
isolated. This were to treat things like a simple 
pedant, to fall into the error of the biblio- 
maniac. Behind all, we have neither mythology, 
nor languages, but only men, who arrange 
words and imagery according to the necessities 
of their organs, and the original bent of their 
intellects. * * * Nothing exists except 
through some individual man ; it is this indi- 
vidual with whom we must become acquainted. 
When we have established the parentage of 
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dogmas, or the classifications of poems, or the 
process of constitntions, or the modification 
of idioms, we have only cleared the soil; 
genuine history is brought into existence only 
when the historian begins to unravel, across 
the lapse of time, the living man, toiling, im- 
passioned, entrenched in his customs, with his 
voice and features, his gestures and his dress, 
distinct and complete as he from whom we 
have just parted in the street." 

If we can in any small degree enable our 
readers to realise this picture as regards Shef- 
field, the dry work of copying an old account 
book will not have been wholly thrown away.

(1) Thomas Braye also gave a book in which to 
keep the accounts of the Church Burgesses in 1557. 
His Willis dated 11th Nov., 1569, in which he 
mentions "all my books" and ** my poor kins- 
folks." Wife Ann to have all testator's lands if 
she marry not till his son Francis is of age. He 
was buried at Sheffield 11th Sept., 1570. His 
eldest son, Francis Bray, married Joan, dau. of 
Thos. Mosley, of Eyam, yeoman, and by her had 
issue Thos. Bray, of Eyam, and Francis Bray. 
Thomas, m. Eleanor, d. of John Alton, M.A., and 
had issue Elizabeth, who mar. Francis Pierre- 
point, third son of Thos. Earl of Kingston.

The present 
Lady's Bridge, in parts usually out of sight, retains 
some very old work, probably as old as the date of 
its rebuilding in the time of Yicar Fleasaunce, at 
the latter end of the 15th century.

(23) By the 1st Edw. VI., c. 3 (1647), it was 
enaoted that the officers of each town, <&c., shoald 
convey the impotent poor on horseback, cart, 
chariot, or otherwise to the next constable, and 
80 from constable to constable, till they be 
brought to the place .where they were born, or 
most conversant for the space of three years, 
there to be *kept and noiirished of alms. 
The best mode of relieving the poor, aged, and 
impotent, and repressing the sturdy beggars, 
rogaes, and vagabonds was one of the standing 
difficulties of the 16th centnry. There was an 
Act, 12 Richard n.. c. 7 (1388), prohibiting 
labourers departing from their place of residence 
without a certificate from the justices of the 
peace. Two Acts relating to beggars were passed 
in the reign of Henry YH., but in the reign 
of Henry VXH. the real difficulty began. An Act, 
22 Henry YHL, c. 12 (1631), directs the justices to 
assign to the impotent poor a limit within which

they may beg. Able-bodied beggars to be whipped. 
Five years afterwards (1536) an Act was passed 
which first introdaoed compulsory charity, the 
poor to be relieved, and sturdy vagabonds 
punished and set tp work. The penalties for 
vagrancy were very severe. A sturdy beggar to 
be whipped for the first offence, his right 
ear cropped for the second offence, and if 
he again offends, he is, on conviction, to suffer 
death as a felon and an enemy of the Common- 
wealth. This act was found too severe, and was 
repealed by an Act 1 Edward YI., o. 3 (1547), 
which substituted slavery for the death penalty. 
This act provides that any person who will not 
work shall be branded with the letter V, and ad- 
judged a slave for two years to any person de- 
manding him ; to be fed on bread and water and 
refuse meat, and caused to work by beating, 
chaining, or otherwise. If he ran away during 
the two years he was to be branded with the letter 
S on the check, and adjudged a slave for life. If 
he ran away again, he was to suffer death. This 
statute was modified by others passed in 1550, 
1551, and 1555, empowering the of&cers of towns 
and churchwardens in parishes to *' gently ask" 
the parishioners to contribute weekly for the re- 
lief of the poor. The response was not satisfac- 
tory, and by the 5th Elizabeth, c. 3 (1563), it was 
provided that persons of **froward and wilful 
mind " who would not contribute were to be 
brought before the quarter sessions and taxed at 
the discretion of the justices, with imprisonment 
in default. By the 14th Elizabeth, c. 6 (1572), 
the power is given to the justices to tax or assess 
all the inhabitants to the relief of the poor. Severe 
penalties are maintained against vagrancy. This 
Act was replaced by one of the 39th Elizabeth, c. 3 
(1598), and finally by the 43rd Elizabeth, c. 2, 
which remained the poor-law of England until 
1834.

(24) This is the first mention of the town harness. 
Fnrther on in the acoounts we shall come upon 
ennmerations of the armour and weapons, with 
the names of the men in whose keeping the dif- 
ferent articles were. It was one of the duties of 
the burgesses to keep the harness and weapons in 
good repair ; and down to the establishment of 
the Artillery Volunteers, in 1861, they still dis- 
charged that duty, by having custody of the town 
guns — two small cannon, a legacy from the period 
of the French revolutionary wars. The feoffees 
of Eotherham kept their town harness in a similar 
way. In Toulmin Smith's '* Parish," page 618, 
note, it is said : — ** Not only is every man in Eng- 
land bound by the common law, and ancient 
statute law, to have sufficient arms (every weapon 
was formerly called * armour ') — a provision 
peculiarly characteristic of a free people — but 
every parish (town) was also bound to have and 
keep ready for use, a certain amount of armour, 
as its quota towards the national defence ; and, 
when called upon, the parish had to find a man 
or men, as occasion needed, fitly trained to the 
active use of this armour." 

(26) The piper or wait was a sort of combination 
of the watchman and the minstrel. In some 
places it was the duty of the waits to guard the 
streets at night and pipe the hour. In Glasgow 
300 years ago, the waits were clothed in blue coats 
at the city's expense. In London and West- 
minster, there were waits acting as chartered 
itinerant musicians as late as 1820. In the latter 
city they were under the control of the High Con- 
stable and the Court of Burgesses.

rant. The purveyors, indeed, are described as 
living at free quarters upon the country, felling 
woods without the owners' consent, and com- 
manding labour with little or no recompense.*'

on the reverse was Jupiter throwing a bolt at 
Phaeton, the words * ne totus absumatuTt* which was 
but dull, seeing they might have had out of the 
poet something as apposite. The sculpture was ^^^ 
very mean. Much of the splendour of the pro- ^ 

ceediug was abated by the abseuce of divers who 
should have contributed to it, there being but five 
bishops, four judges (no more being yet sworn), 
and several noblemen and great ladies wanting ; 
the feast, however, was magnificent. The next 
day the House of Commons went and kissed their 
new Majesties' hands in the Banqueting-house."

Left Sheffield when 
scarcely passed middle life, and settled at Scof- 
ton, near Worksop. Sat in Parliament for 
Grimsby and Totness.
